The experiments at Hampton Roads 
showed that the vibrations may be 
heard clearly at a distance of five 
miles.

Starting a Creamery 

In a recent bulletin published by 
the dairy department of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, the question of how 
to raise money to start a creamery 
is discussed as follows: 

The mosi satisfactory way of rals- 
ing the money |: for each member to 
sign an agreement and to be jointly 
responsible for the amount borrowed. 
When such an agreement is signed by 
a goodly number of responsible farm- 
ers, the money can generally be se- 
cured at a reasonable rate of interest 
and with this money a creamery can 
be erected and equipped. As soon as 
the creamery begins operation, ar- 
rangements can be made for a de- 
duction of one or two cents per pound 
‘of butter, to go into a sinking fund 
out of which (ne debt is pald. The 
payment is %o gradual that the farm- 
er hardly notices it. This plan hgs 
the advantage of requiring each pat- 
ron to pay “xactly in proportion to 
the amount of butter manufactured 
for him. ;

Tickling a Shark 

Tickling a shark in order to make 
the fish amenable to capture is a sin- 
gular practice among the. natives of 
the island of Tahiti. A writer in the 
New York Sun, who watched the haz- 
ardous sport while seated in a canoe 
raat by two natives thus describes 

t: 

Peering into the clear water, where 
you can see to a depth of four or five 
fathoms, you catch a glimpse far down 
among the sea ferns and coral cups 
of the long, lithe tail of a shark, and 
of a huge pectoral fin that sways con- 
tinually with a sidewise motion, ‘and 
sends up little ripples to the surface. 

The native diver picks up a coll 
of cocoanut: fibre with a slipnose al- 
ready tied in it, seizes a knife in his 
teeth, and quietly slips into the wa- 
ter. It is done with wonderful skill. 
The native keeps close to the reef and 
lets himself down through the water 
by means of the sea growths till he 
is right over the waving tail. Slowly 
f black hand stretches out, and start- 
ing behind the pectoral fin, begins to 
run his hand along the body of the 
shark and the fin sways more rapidly. 

Again the hand moves forward, and 
as it strokes the fish, the other hand 
leaves the slipknot hanging loosely 
near the spread of the tail. Then the 
native comes quietly to the surface, 
and the spectator breathes freely 
again. The sail is set, the steersman 
takes his place on the outrigger, and 
the diver in the bow, with a yell of 
Hula, pulls hard on the rope. 

On the occasion that I speak of, the 
shark splashed about in wild frenzy 
for a moment or two, and then settled 
down to a tour. of the lagoon, Twice 
he circled about, and the canoe plow- 
ed along, with the water bubbling and 
frothing at the bow where the keen- 
eyed native intently watched the 
tightening rope. Suddenly it slack. 
ened and the diver went-over the 
side like a flash, with a knife in his 
hand. A minute later the surfa‘e 
of the water was a brilliant r24 and 
the native was scrambling back into 
the canos. We towed the shark to 
the beach and measured him. He 
was sixteen feet long. ,

In excavating recently for the found- 
ation of a large building in Berlin, the 
workmen found it necessary to go 10 
feet below the foundations of the ad- 
joining buildings. They rested on 
quicksand, which would have flowed 
from under them had the builders not 
used an ingenious method to keep the 
sand from slipping away. It consist- 
ed in solidly freezing the sides of the 
new excavation, Five-inch freeze 
pipes, closed at the bottom, were sunk 
three feet apart all around the edges 
of the pit. The pipes contained one- 
inch pipes that were open at the bot- 
tom and connected with a_ supply 
header at the top. The five-Inch pipe 
was connected with a drain header. 
Brine, which was pumped from a re 
frigerating plant, passed down the 
one-inch pipes, up the five-inch pipes, 
back into the drain header and thence 
to the brine tank.

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Pipe Stems 

It seems curious to reflect, In view 
of the universal use of vulcanite as 
pipe mouthpieces, that this material 
was quite unknown a few ycars ago. 
Prepared, as everybody knows, from 
India-rubber, it is undoubtedly the 
most durable and serviceable mater- 
jal pipe mouthpieces. For many years 
these were.made from the vulcanite 
run into moulds while hot, and after- 
wards trimmed and polished. 
great improvcment was effected, says 
the Cigar and Tobacco World, when 
it was discovered that a much harder 
and better article, and one capable 
of taking a higher polish, could be 
produced by cutting from the solid 
block of vulcanite. The so-called 
block is a slab of about four feet by 
two. feet and 1-2 inch or 8-4 inch in 
thickness. These slabs are first cut 
by fine circular saws into narro 
strips of the required size, sub-divid- 
ed as to length, turned ‘n the lathe,: 
trimmed by files, bored and finally 
polished in readiness to be affixed to 
the pipes. A little heat caretully 
applied {s~all that-is necessary for 
bending vulcanite.

Cultivation and Mulching. 

The currant must not be cultivated 
deeply, for it is a shallow rooted plant: 
The necessary moisture must be matin- 


-tained by continual surface cultivation 


or by mulching. 

Ashes, sawdust, straw and manure 
are used for mulching. Hardwood 
sawdust, if not worked into the soll, ts 
probably the best. Apply to a depth 
of several inches. Manure ts good and 
tends to keep a supply of plant tood 
always at hand. ‘Tbe best method of 
mulching is to confine the application 
to the hills and within the row, where 
the continuous tow is used. Ihe space 
between the rows is cultivated. 

Pruning and Thinning. 

‘The plants probably produce the best 
fruit and the larger-portion of it on 
the two and three gear old wood, 

In practical field culture four to 
eight main stems are allowed to devel- 
op, and a system of renewing by cut- 
ting out the wood over three years old 
1s followed. The greater part of the 
fruit Is borne near the base of the 
shoots. For this reason ft Is advan- 
tageous to nip back the growing shoots 
in the summer season when they have 
reached about eighteen inches. 

Harvesting and Marketifg. 

The currants, if to.be sold, should 
never be stripped when one ts picking. 
The stems of the bunches should be 
cleanly severed from the branches, 
The fruit 1s said to make beter jelly 
when picked just as the currants are 
ripening and while the fruits on the 
tips of the bunches are green. 

Winter Protection. 

Currants will usually be sufficiently 
protected in tbe northwest if the 
branches are simply gathered up and 
tied {ip a bundle. 

Pests and Diseases. 

Tbe greatest pests of the currant are 
the currapt worm, currant borer, leat 
spot and mildew, Directions for con- 
trolling them may be obtained from 
any agricultural experiment station. 

Gooseberries, 

The gooseberry is closely related to 
the currant. It Is largely used green 
for sauce, for ples and for canolng. 
For jam and preserves it is usually 
preferred ripe, 

The cultivated sorts are derived 
from European sources, the native 
wild species und bybrids of these spe- 
cies. Those of European and bybrid 
species are larger and heavier bearers, 
but are more susceptible to mildew. 
However, this once insuperable foe is 
pow readily controlled by proper meth- 
ods of planting, cultivating and spray- 
ing.

After ths skin has absorbed as much 
of the cream aw it will, wipe it as dry 
as possible with a clean cloth and then 
go over it with another rag dipped in 
some good tollet water made hot. Rose- 
water, violet or lavender will do, but 
the heat 1s required for a good effect, 
the warm perfume acting as an astrin- 
gent. 

When washing the face during the 
day in this manuer the throat should 
also receive the same treatment 80 as 
to keep its condition up to that of the 
face. 

But If the skin does not respond well 


to the cleansing with cream a_ tea- 
spoonful of the following lotion wight 
be used in a small quantity of clear 
warm water: 

Tincture of benzotn... + loune 
Tincture of musk. . 2 drame 


Tineture of amber . 4drams 
Rectified spirits ..... ... 6 ounces 
Orange flower water.........ssse00 1% pints 

Add the tinctures to the spirits, then 
mingle, witi the perfume water. If 
only a small quantity of the lotion ts 


needed have it put up by a druggist, us 
in this way the proportions are certain 
to be meusured correctly. 

This lotien is cooling nnd refresbing 
to the skin, astringent, bleaching and 
softening, and if the teaspoonful ts put 
in only a cupful of warm water it will 
have a better effect than If a larger 
quantity of water were used. 

The effect of massage upon the face 
skin {s magical, If the massage is 
done at home care should be taken not 
to drag down the muscles of the cheeks 
or to work the ‘throat in such a way 
that the skin will be loosened too much 
under the chin, The wovements need- 
ed are very simple.
